SAN FrRANcisco, April 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Republican State 
Central Committee met this afterrioon to 
take preliminary steps for the opening of 
the campaign of 1890. Gen. W. H. Dimond 
presided. The roll-call showed 59 members 
of the main committee and 16 members of 
the Executive committee present. The 
committee at once selected August 12th as 
the date for holding the State Conven- 
tion;

The vote resuited as follows: Sacr mento, 
50: a: José, 19; Fresno, 12. Sacramento

KRAEMER'S CRUELTY. 


His “Wife Applies at Police Head- 
quarters for Protection. 

Mrs. Annie Kraemer came to the 
police station at 8:30 o’clock last even- 
ing and told Capt. Roberts a heart- 
rendering story of the brutality of her 
husband, Frank Kraemer, who, if his 
wife’s tale is true, and it certainly 
seems to be, should be permitted to 
labor for an extended period improv- 
ing the county roads. 

The Kraemers are Germans and 
live on New Main street, five Siles 
from the courthouse. The family con- 
sists of husband, wife and four chil- 
dren, the eldest a boy of 16. Mrs. 
Kraemer. states that on Monday her 
husband requested her to assist bim in- 
pitching hay onto a Wagon, prepara- 
tory to puttin it into the 
barn. This she did, but as it was a class 
of work she never had before engagea 
in she did not perform the labor as an 
adept would. At this her husband be- 
came very much enraged and called 
ber all kinds of names. But she 
worked on for the rest of the day, and 
when she returned to the house in the 
evening her leige lord and master 
amused himself by breaking up the 
dishes. The more his wife protested 
the more dishes the brute dashed to 
pieces on the floor. Finally, after he 
had demolished nearly all of the crock- 
ery in the house, Kraemer tired of 


this amusement, and the diffi- 
cult task havin been accom- 
plished be retired to rest, and 


Tuesday he still continued his brutal 
treatment of his wife and the other 
four members of his family. His son 
has been confined toa sick bed for 13 
weeks with sciatic rhoumatism, and 
has been unable to move without 
assistance. Asthe wife bore his out- 
rageous conduct with but little com- 
plaint;Kraemer commenced on his 
sick son, abd for several hours abused 
and tormented him. 

Yesterday, however, he capped the 
climax, which resulted in his being 
landed behind the bars. When he 
drove to the barn with a load of hay 
late in the afternoon his wife and the 
littie children went out to assist him in 
pitching the hay into the loft. Mrs. 
Kraemer worked with great difficulty, 
as she was forced to keep a sharp look- 
out lest her husbond jab her with the 
pitchfork. He did succeed in reaching 
her arm once. At the poiice station last 
evening she bared it and showed a 
cruel wound where the fork had en- 
tered the flesh. 

After Kraemer went to the house 
he again commenced his playful task 
of breaking up all of the glassware in 
sight. This he continued until there 
was not one dish left. Then he com- 
menced to curse and swear at his wife, 
and, tiring of this, he went for a re- 
volver which was in the house and 
threatened to kill the entire family. 
Fortunately he could not find the 
weapon, as Mrs. Kraemer had antici- 
pated that he would attempt to secure 
itand had taken the precaution to 
hide it. 

In the absence of anything else 
brutal to do, the inhuman father com- 
menced to torment, annoy and strike 
his sick son. This was more than the 
mother could bear, and she accordingly 
started for the city to secure relief, 
and, if possible, have her husband ar- 
rested. 

All the above facts were related by 
Mrs. Kraemer at the police station last 
evening to Capt. Roberts. The peas 
woman told the pitiful tale of her hus- 
band’s brutality amid tears and sobs. 
She was laboring under great excite-

THE DE TURK DIVORCE COASE 
STILL ON, 


Unusual Precautions to Keep the 
Proceedings Secret—Sensationa! 
Developments at Yesterday's 
Hearing—The Plaintiff Telle His 
Story—Other Witnesses Exam- 
ineéd—General Court News. 


Unusual precautions are being taken 
in the De Turk divorce case, now going 
on before Judge McKinley in Depart- 
ment No. 5 of the Superior Court, to 
keep the proceedings absolutely secrot. 
The public is not only excluded from 
the courtroom, but counsel on both 
sides have. personally requested the 
Clerk to preserve such sileuce concern- 
ing the testimony introduced as would 
result from several pieces of court- 
plaster being placed transversely across 
his dignified ‘mouth; and every court 
oflicer, except those absolutely re- 
quired, are barred out of the court- 
room. The only persons in the court- 
room yesterday at any onetime were 
Judge McKinley, the plaintiff, J. G. de 
Turk, the defendant, Mrs. Emma C. 
de Turk, S. M. White, Esq., counsel 
for the defendant, H. T. Gage, Esq., 
counsel for the plaintiff, the Clerk, 
bailiff and the witness on the stand. 
There has not been a case in the courts 
where such thorough steps have been 
taken to prevent anything from leak- 
ing out into the ears of the newspaper 
reporters. It is as complete a star- 
chamber case as ha#ever taken piace 
in the city, and when any of the per- 
goms concerned have been approached 
for information as to its progress, they 
shut up like oysters.

The plaintiff himself went on the 
stand at the afternoon session, and 
was kept there nearly all the after- 
noon, Mr. White’s cross-examination 
being very severe. 

He went into as detailed a statement 
of the relations between himself and 
his wife as the constant cross-fire of ob- 
jections wouldallow. He testified that 
they bad lived happily together until 
some little time before the filing of his 
complaint; which was over a year ago, 
His wife had made a visit back East to 
lowa before any actual trouble took 
place. He had suspected that some- 
thing was wrong, even then, but did 
not allow it to influence him in his con- 
duct toward her. While she was in the 
East he sent her money, all she wanted, 
and wrote to her quite frequently. 

In order to show how he acted at 
this time toward his wife, several of 
these letters were introduced in evi- 
dence and read. They were kindly in 
tone and, among vutber things, reterred 
to the satisfaction he felt at the cordial 
recéption with which she met among 
relatives and frienas in the East. 

After quite an extended visit Mrs. 
de Turk, testified the plaintiff, returned 
to Los Angeles. She had «not been 
back long when his suspicions were 
again aroused that his wife was lead- 
ing altogether too gay a life, and he 
employed detectives to watch her 
movements. - 

The detectives soon confirmed his 
worst fears. The investiyations re- 
suited in their disclosing to him the 
names of several men with whom Mrs. 
de Turk had been seen at the Flag 
Cottage, Washington Gardens and 
other places, among them being Bob 
Sutherland, the printer mentioned by 
the witnesses in Tuesday’s proceed- 
ings. 

. He was told by one of his stablemen 
about some of his wife’s escapades, 
and it finally came to his ears one day 
that she was in the Rose block, on 
North Main street, with Sutherland. 
lie went up there, and stationing him- 
self near by waited to see if his in- 
formation was correct. After waiting 
for some time, they finally appeared, 
coming down the stairway and leaving 
the building together. . 

The witness was not allowed to go 
into the conversations he had with 
others about: his wife’s actions. He 
testitied that he had always supplied 
her lavishly with money, and that he 
had always treated her well. From 
the information he received from the 
detectives he came to the conclusion 
that it was°time for him to do some- 
thing. He consulted his attorney and 
the complaint for divorce on the 
ground of adultery was then made. . 

He also testified that he had been: 
treated with cruelty by Mrs. de Turk, 
and that she had frequently applied 
vulgar and profane epithets to him 
toward theclose of their life as hus- 
band and wife. 7 

Mr. White, in his cross-examination, 
tried very bard to break down the 
statements of the witness, and to show 
that his information was inaccurate 
and hearsay. He dwelt particularly 
on the employment of detectives by

that he had no objection to giving the 
name of the detective, and stated that 
it was A. B. Lawson. There were no 
vety important developments in the 
cross-examination, and finally at 6 
o’clock an adjournment was taken 
until this morning, when the case will 
be resumed. 

There are several more witnesses for 
the plaintiff, who have not yet been in- 
troduced. Whether they will be put 
on in the line of direct evidence or re- 
served for rebuttal, could not be ascer- 
tained. The defense will be reached 
today, and it is said that they will 
make a strong case. |

fense, called at the Times office lost 
night and said that he desired it.stated 
that the Vienna Buffet waiter did not 
see Mrs de Turk at the Flag Cottage 
with aman, but with another woman.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE TWO OREAT COAST LINES 


‘Tho Santa Fe Getting Ready to Go 
Into San Francisco and the South- 
ern Pacific Into San Diego—De- 
parture of Mr. Wade for Topcka 
—Notes. 

; The two great railroad companies of 

this coast, the Southern Pacific and 

the Santa Fé, are preparing for war. 

The Santa Fé managers have awakened 

to the fact that they must do a betier 

business than they did under the old 
management. They now see their 
mistake in building two lines to San 

Diego instead of pushing on to the 

north, and the chances are that they 

will begin work from Mojave in afew 
weeks. It was their original intention 


to extend the Atlantic and Pacific on | 


‘up the San Joaquin Valley, but they 
got into complications under W. B. 
Strong’s management, and all building 
schemes were shut down. For over 
two ‘years the lines on this coast 
have been run at a big loss, and 
the pone management must either 
build to a point where freight can be 
had or they will have to seil out to 
some other road. The Southern Pa- 
cific Company has stood ready for 
several years past to gobble up the 
lines in Southern California. This is 
the main reason why they have not 
built to Sau Diego, but now that Mr. 
Huntington, who is a builder of roads 
instead of an absorber, has taken bold, 
the company will be compelled to build 
to the city of Bay’n’climate as soon as 
possible. Inconversation with a Trumes 
reporter yesterday a Southern Pacitic 
‘man said: 

*“At a conference of Santa Fé 
and Svuthern Pacific magnates in San 
Francisco, the other day, an attempt 
was made to settle their differences, 
but they could not come to terms and 
the order has gone forth on both sides 
to cut each other’s throats whenever 
an opportunity arises. The Santa Fé 
freight people have already started the 
war by starting a story to the effect 
that we are paying for our east-bound 
freight from Southern California. This 
is not true, for the reason that we 
don’t have to resort to such schemes. 
Weemploy the best freight men the 
market affords and we maké quick 
time. If you will remember 
we have taken several of the 
Santa Fé’s best freight men from 
them since the new management took 
charge, We pey our men big salaries 
and we expect them to do good work. 
So far as building is concerned, both 
companies are preparing to spread 
themselves. [ understand that Mr. 
Huntington has given orders for the 
completion of the coastline from Santa 
Barbara as soon as possible, and as 
they only have to build a few mil2s to 
make connections this road will be in 
operation before the summer is over. 
Mr. Huntington is now looking over 
the lines, and you may expect to hear 
of all kinds of schemes for new lines. 
Yes, sir; the Santa Fé will have to 
build to San Francisco. : 

“They have already surveyed quite a 
distance from Mojave, and as svon as 
the annual meeting is held nextmonth, 
Iam confident that surveyors will be 
sent out. No, it will not burt the 
Southern Pyeise.

THE MARKET TRUST. 


Big Profite of the Produce Middle- 
Men. 

“Fishaman no maka de mon; de 
market man maka all de mon,” said 
an ex-Italian count to a reporter, who 
was on a visit of inspection to the 
contracted and badly regulated place 
called by courtesy a market. Owing 
to the bigh price of produce, fish and 
game in this country of abundance, 
the reporter naturaliy concluded there 
was something rotten in the mar- 
ket beside the ancient game and fish 
we get, and on investigation one of the 
red-shirted sons of sunny italy said to 
the reporter: ‘“‘We get 5 cents, some- 
times 5+ cents, and maybe 6 cents a 

und for fisb; no matter what kind of 

sh, it is all the same—all by the 
pound, There are two, three or. four 
men in a boat; we catch two, three, 
five hundred, may be one thousand 
pounds of fish in one day. Catch 1000 
pounds a day, good luck; and no fish 
next day—fisherman tired. There are 
about two hundred fishermen at Wil- 
mington; too many to divide the busi- 
ness, and the marketman pay no mon, 
and he maka it all; by Christophe Co- 
lumbo! I quitde fish and sing at de 
opera.” 

The. market, or middleman, in re- 
tailing the fish, does not sell all quali- 
ties of fish alike, but he grades the 
price according to quality, selling 
smelts at one price and salmon at 
another, ranging from fifteen to 
aud twenty-eight cents a 

ound, 

In justice to the fisherman, he should 
be paid in proportion to the value of 
the fish in the market; yet, as all of 
the fish that come to his net: are 
caught alike, the middleman pays 
alike, making no difference in price. 

3ut the middleman makes a differ- 
ence in the price for lobsters, in favor 
of himself; Yet, special arrangements 
must be made to catch them. A box 
6 feet lng by 2 feet in length is 
anchored in the water, with a trap- 
door on top. The lobster, which has 
a good nose for anything that 
is new, smells the ait in the 
box, and enters the trapdoor, which is 
closed behind him. Forty or fifty

broken. Qwuails are great’ birds for 
company, and are seen in flocks of 
from 100 to 400 and 500, and when a 
man turns loose both barrels of his 
shotgun the birds fall like the price in 
mining stock. In this country it is not 
necessary for a sportsman to lie about 
the result of his shooting, for game 
‘being so abundant, he can scarcely do 
otherwise than return heavily laden 
with birds. Considering this fact of 
abundance, 5 cents may be a good 
rice to the hunter, but there is no 
justification in a middleman selling a 
quail of the size of a humming-bird for 
25 cents, especially after it is three or 
four days old, and smells rank enough 
to require 25 cents’ worth of seasoning 
to “drown”’ that little defect. The 
hunter on the hills and in the cafions 
is allowed the same price for English 
quail; yet they are more difficult to 
kill. hen surprised they fly upina 
zigzag course, something on the order 
of a Chinese fire-rocket. In the East a 
flock of 50 ordinary quail is considered 
a large one, and the hunter is lucky, or 
a good marksman, if he brings down 
adozen at‘one shot. Here 20 and 30 
is the average catch. | 
Those who wade into “Nigger 
Slough” all day and shoot wild ducks 
get $1 and $1.20 a dozen; the middle- 
man sells them at 35 cents each. Tame 
ducks are sold at 75 and 85 cents each; 
yet. feed is pientiful in this country, 
and more ranchers would bring their 
ducks to the market if they could get 
better prices. 
The rancher brings in his chickens 
and is paid $3.50 and $4 a‘dozen; the 
middieman retails them at 75 cents 
and 85 cents each; or $8 a; dozen, or- 
dinary-sized chicken; the rancher re- 
ceives only 18 cents a pound for his 
turkeys and 40 cents a roli for his but- 
ter, supposed to contain two pounds, 
and the purchasers must have faith 
equally strong as some of the butter. 
New potatoes are sold by the pro- 
ducer at 2 cents a pound; and by the 


potatoes are sold by the producer at 


from sixty-five cents to one 
dollar and fifty cents per 100 
pounds and the marketman 


selis at from two dollars and twenty- 
five cents and as much more as he can 
get, for it seemes to be the aim of the 
corner family grocerymen and market- 
men to keep native putatoes out of the 
market and import from Kansas. 

If a rancher refases the middle- 
man’s low price and drives around to 
the corner groceries, he is surprised to 
find that they all huvyethe same price: 
he had not thought that this syndicate 
of middlemen would telephone to each 
other and establish a price, which 
the countryman would be compelled to 
or else take his produce home 
again. 
The price of horseradish; 20 cents a 
pound, is enough te dfaw.tears to the 
eyes, when a little figuring will show 


or shuts him out of the market. 

There should bea largér and a gen- 
eral market, where the producer and 
the consumer could meet on neutral 
ground, and thus do away with the 
non-producing middlemen. There is 
no reason why the rancher cannot sell 
his produce from his. wagun to the con- 
sumer, receive his cagh on the spot, 
and return home when he has sold his 
load. But, as itis now, he drives his 
wagon to the markets: and two or 
three middlemen goth around and 
make a pretence of bidding, when they 
have already established a price, and 
agreed between themselves that neither 
should pay any more, if the vender 
does not ‘take this syndicate price he 
must lose a day’s time in selling his 
produce round at the residences. 

In the mean time, while the middle- 
men are taking the rancher’s produce 
at their own price, the consumer 
stands waiting to buy from the middle- 
man, paying him from 100 to 200 per 
cent. profit for “holding up” both the 
rancher and the producer. 

“People get rich very fast in this 
market,’’ said a poor gardener’s son to 
the reporter. long ago we sold a 
certain man our vegetables on « credit, 
and we had to lend him a basket to 
peddle vegetables in; now he owns a 
fine stall here, and twoor three out- 
side stands, and has a fine residence.”’

WASHINGTON, April 23.~[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Republicans of the 
House and Senate have agreed upon a 
basis for the preparation of a silver bill. 
The agreement is in harmony with the 
measure adopted by the Senate caucus 
committee, with an important amendment. 
The bill provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall be directed to purchase from 
time to time sliver bullion to the aggregate 
amount of 4,500,000 ounces of pure silver in 
each month, at the market price thereof, 
not exceeding $1 for 371 25-100 grains of 
pure silver, and to issue in payment treas- 
ury notes of the United States, to be pre- 
pared by the Secretary in such form and in 
such denominations, not less than $1 nor 
more than $1000, as he may prescribe. The 
treasury notesso issuea ‘shall be redeem- 
able, on demand, in lawful money of the 
United States at the treasury, or by any as- 
sistant treasurer, and when so redeemed 
may be reissued, but no greater or less 
amount of such notes shall be outstanding 
at any time than the cost of the silver bul- 

- Hon then held fn the trexsury purchased by 
such notes; and such treasury notes shall 
- be receivable for customs, taxes and ail 
public dues, and when so received may be 
issued; and such notes when held by any 
national banking association may 
counted as a part of its lawful reserve. 

It is provided that upon the demand of 
the holder of any such treasury notes the 

retary may exchange for such notes an 
amount of silver bullion which shall be 
equal in value at the ma:ket price there tf 
on day of exchange to. the 
amount of such notes. The Secre- 
tary of the ‘Treasury shall coin such 
portion of silver bullion purchased under the 
provisions of the att as may be necessary to 
provide for the redemption of treasury notes 
provided for, and any gain or seignivrage 
arising from such coinage shall be accounted 
for and paid into the treasury. Siiver bul- 
lion ere under the provisions of the 
act shall be subject to the requirements of 
the existing law and regulations of the 
mint service governing the methods of de- 
termining the amountof pure silver con- 
tained and the amount of charges or deduc- 
tion, if any, to be mde, much of the 
act of February 28, 1878, entitled “an act to 
authorize the coinage of the standard silver 
doliar and restore its legal tender charac- 
ter” as requires a monthly purchase and 
coinage of the same into silver dollars of 
not less thau $2,000,000, nor more than $4,- 
000,000 worth of silver bullion, is hereby re- 

led. This act is to take effect 30 days 

m and after passage.

CANADIAN COMPETITION. 


The Northern Neighbor's Raids on 
Uncle Sam's Commerce. 

WasnHineton, April 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senator Cullom has con- 
cluded his report upon the investigation 
made by the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merece into the relations of the railroads of 
the United States and Canada, and also as 
whether there is any discrimination in 
charges made for tolls against United States 
vessels passing through the Welland ana 
St. Lawrence canals, The report asserts 
that uojust discrimination is made by 
Canada against American vessels on the 
lakes in the matter of evutrance and clear- 
ance fees. Vessels passing through the 
Welland Canal bound to Montreal have a 
rebate made of a portion of the tolls paid 
for canal passage, but if bound to any 
American port or to the St. Lawrence River 
no rebate is made. In this the report claims 
is a violation of the provisions of the treaty 
of Washington, 

In conclusion, the report says: ‘Thus it 
is that by attacking the narrow margin of 
profit in the transportation business bere 
and there, our competitor atthe north has 
been exploiting upon American commerce 
for many years. [tis doing that very thing 
today in a more high-handed and exultant 
way than ever before. All this is unneces- 
sary, for the governments of Great Britain 
and Caneda throw sufficient advantage in 
favor of British steamers, Canadian fishing 
vessels and Canadian railroads to turn our 
commerce from Americau ocean steamers, 
American fishing vessels, American rail- 
roads and Awerican seaports. This is being 
done not only by subventions, but alsu by 
enabling statutory provisions which go in 
the face of the interstate commerce act of 
the United States.” °

A FIGHT, A FOUT-RACE, 


AND A FLAG OF TRUCE HOISTED 
OVEK THE HOSTILE CAMP. 


The Late Collision on the Southern 
Pacitic—Review of the Facts and 
Circumstances—The Question of 
Coin—Stanford, Huntington, and 
Their Real Kelations. 


SAN Francisco, April 20.—[Special 
Correspondence of Tur The 
frightful collision on the Southern 
Pacific Railway’s system of the Pacific 
Coast is still the talk of the street. 
The two great engineers, Collis P. 
Huntington and Leland Stanford, who 
have for years been running the va- 
rious machines, collided, and when 
the heavyweighis met, a sigh of joy 
went up from the whole coast over the 
hope that the old saw would be real- 
ized that, “‘when rogues fall out,” etc. 
It has been an open secret here for 
years that these two men have been 
enemies and were only held together 
by the cohesiye power of plunder, and 
the fear that if they did not hang to- 
gether they would separately. But 
Huntington is the kind of a hater 
whose wrath grows with uursing, -and 


until the 
into a cyclone; and then he turned it 
loose, only to discover its devastating 
effects after it had passed beyond his 
control. And this is what be did, and 
how he came to dv it. 

‘ THE FACTS REVIEWED AGAIN. 

On the 9th inst. Mr. Stanford re- 
signed the presidency of the Southern 
Pacific Company of Kentucky, and was 
succeeded by Mr. Huntington. The 
moment Mr. Huntington was installed 
he delivered a speech to the board of 
directors, in which he used the follow- 
ing language: .‘*in no case will I use 
this great corporation to advanee my 
personal amb.tion at the expense ofits 
owners, or put my hands into its 
treasury to defeat the people’s choice, 
and thereby put myself in positions 
that should be filled by others.”’ 

Senator Staniord was filled with 
wrath, but waited two days, and then 
authorized the pubiication of the fol- 
lowing denial: “I never in my life 
used a penny of the company’s money 
for my individual benefit; not one cent 
for any one of my personal purposes.’’On 
the sameday Mr. Huntingtou was in- 
terviewed und said: “I do not want 
the public to think that 1 am opposed 
to Mr. Stanford’s political success, or 
that I bear any personal hostility to- 
ward him. Our only differences have 
arisen from his mixing in politics. He 
isa very clever gentleman, and we 
would agree all right if he could only 
get over his eternal itching for poli- 
tics.”’ 

To say that Huntington’s speech, 
and his interviews ‘‘raised bell’’ among 
the railway mauagers aud tbeir po- 
litical agents, would be drawing it 
mild. Huntington has lived in New 
York for 25 years, and the ‘“‘machine’’ 
out here has been organized by Stan- 
ford, and when Huntington took charge 
as president, he confronted Stanford’s 
old guard, allof whom knew some- 
thing of the devious history of the 
corporation, and they relied on Hunt- 
ington’s supposed capacity to seal his 
lips regarding the past. But when 
they beard that speech 

THEY WERE PARALYZED. 
They had never supposed that the man 
whom they had for years characterized 
as ‘‘the wicked partner,” the man who 
had testified before committees of Con- 
gress and the commission to investi- 
gate the affairs of the Pacific railways, 
that all of theirexpenditures had been 
proper, would dare accuse his religious 
and philanthropic partner of “putting 
his hands into the treasury of the com- 
pany to defeat the people’s choice and 
thereby put himself in, a posi- 
tion that shovid be fitted by 
But he did it, and great 
was the fright it occasioned. Had the 
bad man repented, and in the first 
ebullitions of his conversion decided 
to tell all he knew? If he should, it 
would end all. Col. Crocker and the 
agents of Mrs. Hopkins-Searles turned 
their batteries upon Huntington, and 
on the 15th inst. Mr. Huntington 
(under pressure) wrote the following 
letter. I give it in full, as it is a 
necessary introduction to the facts 
which make up the history of this now

further than to say that we have each of us 
agreed to disagree. The remarks that 1 re- 
cently made at the Southern Pacific board 
meeting were intended only as a seasonable 
expression of my views upon these subjects. 
My words, and especially the pbrase which 
relates to campaign uses of the company’s 
funds, or, as I expressed it, “putting nands 
into the treasury of the company to defeat 
the people’s choice,”’ have been construed 
in some quarters as a personal attack on 
you. Aliow me to say that I greatly regret 
this impression, since I did not intend to 
make such attack, or to charge that you had 
used the company’s money to advance your 
personal interests; orin any improper man- 
ner, and I am satisfied that you have not 
doneso. Allow me also to express the wish 
that our relations may continue as friendly 
hereafter as they have been heretofore. 
Yours very truly, C. P. HUNTINGTON. 
THE SENATOR EASILY SATISFIED. 
With this letter Senator Stanford 
expressed himself perfectly satisfied. 
1t said in plain words that Mr. Hunt- 
ington did not intend to charge Mr. 
Stanford with using the money of the 
Southern Pacific Company of Ken- 
tucky to advance his personal inter- 
ests by electing himself to the United 
States Senate. But Mr. Huntington 
did not say who did use the money of 
the corporation for that purpose. _ lt 
should be borne in mind that Mr. 
Huntington did not claim in the letter 
that he and Mr. Stanford were friends, 
he said they ‘“‘had agreed to disagree,”’ 
and in conclusion “expressed the wish 
that their relations might continue as 
friendly hereafter as they have been 
heretofore.’”’ All ofthis leads to 
THE FACTS 

which brought about this disagreement. 

After the completion of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, the syndicate 
owners needed money to take up their 
outstanding liabilities, and as they 
could not raise it on Southern Pacific 
Railroad securities, they hit upon a 
planby which they could sell all of their 
holdings in the Central Pacific, and yet 
keep it. So they leased the Central 
Pacific Railroad to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad for 99 years, and then 
sold out all of their stocks and bonds 
of the Central Pacific. This gave them 
material te buy up more roads and 
carry out other schemes of conquest. 
But in 1884 they were again in close 
quarters, and they evolved another 
scheme by which they could digpose of 
all of their railways (except the valuable 
terminals around this city), and yet 
keep them as securely as if they owned 
them. 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY OF 

KENTUCKY 

was chartered by the Legislature of 
Kentucky, and to that corporation, of 
which they owned all the stock, 
the California magnates leased the 
Central and Southern Pacitic rail- 
roads—but not until they had 
abrogated the lease of the Central Pa- 
cific to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. After this the four owners 
sold all of their holdings in the South- 
ern Pacific Railways, and yet remained 
in control without any | particular 
ownership of stock in either company. 
So long as they pay the interest on the 
bonded debt of the roads under lease 
they can retain the control of them, 
and in the mean time, they can trans- 
fer, by renewals, all of the equipment 
to the Southern Pacific Company of 
Kentucky. J AYHAWKER. 


A FLAG OF TRUCE 


Waving Over the Erstwhile Hostile 

and Internally Torn-up Camp. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—A flag 
of truce waves over the seat of govern- 
men of the State of California—that 
is, the real seat of government, which 
is thp general offices of the Hunting- 
ton-Stanford railways—the offices of 
the Southern Pacific Company. When 
the war was declared by Huntington 
against Stanford, on the 9th inst., the 
public believed it would be long and 
bitter. Mr. Huntington opened it with 
a declaration that Mr. Stanford had 
put his hand into the treasury of the 
company to defeat the choice of the 
people, and thereby elect himself to an 
office that should have been 
filled by another. It seems 
that Mr. Huntington has held 
to the idea that the purchase 
of aseatin the United States Senate 
with the funds of a corporation by one 
of the stockholders was not the fair 
thiug to the otber stockholders, par- 
ticularly when that seat in the Senate 
did not benelit the corporation. Sena- 
tor Stanford promptly denied that he 
had used the funds of the company for 
any such purpose, and efforts were at 
once made to satisfy Mr. Huntington 
on this point. And it was important 
tu do this, for Mr. Huntington now has 
vast expenditures abroad, and he 
properly wanted to know what had 
been done with the money wrung from 
the overcharged people. Not only this, 
but his owo position, as president of 
the vast territory known as the Pacific 
Coast, required as great an outlay as 
his European establishment; in fact, 
holding a higber office than any ordi- 
nary prince in Europe, he must expect 
to outshine any of the cheap nobility. 

SENATOR STANFORD 

and his staff, who had access to the 
vouchers covering the extraordinary 
expenditures of the Central and South- 
ern Pacific railway companies in 1884- 
1885, seem to have been able to satisfy 
Mr. Huntington that the money used 
by the friends of Mr. Stanford did not 
belong to the railways at all. Col. 
Creed Haymond, general solicitor and 
chief political manager for Mr. Stan- 
ford and the railway, in speaking 
of Mr. Huntington’s charge against 
Senator Stanford (printed in the 
San Francisco Chronicle April 11th) 
suid: **I did not read all of Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s remarks before the board of 
directors. I read only as far as his 
reference to Mr. Stanford’s election as 
United States Senator. There was not 
a cent of this company’s money used for

Haymond claimed to be one of three 
men who knew all the facts. It was | 
clear that the “kick”? did not come/ 
over the purchase of the seat, but 
because it was Mr. Huntington’s be- 
lief that the funds of the company had 
been used for that purpose. 
It is claimed that Mr. Huntington’s 
erroneous impression grew out of read- 
ing the testimony taken by the United 
States Commission created to inquire 
into the affairs of the Pacific railways. 
When the Senator was on the witnoss 
stand the commission asked him certain 
questions leading up to the enormous 
expenditures of the company at the 
time Stanford was elected, and for 
which no itemized vouchers were on 
file. Under the advice of his attorneys, 
Senator Stanford refused to answer 
questions which might criminate him- 
self, and the courts held that he could 
not be forced to answer. Mr. Hunt- 
ington thought he had every reason to 
believe that these expenditures cov- 
ered | 
THE COST OF THE SENATORSHIP, 
and, as his friend Sargent was the vic- 
tim of Stanford’s success, it naturally 
angered him. Atany rate, Mr. Hay- 
mond and the two other men, who 
knew all the facts, mist have labored 
with Mr. Huntington until they satis- 
fied him that it was not the money of | 
the company with which the seat was 
purchased, for Mr. Huntington has 
written a letter to Mr. Stanford, as- 
suring him that he did not believe him 
guilty of perverting company funds to 
his own use and benefits. This. 
settled the war between the two 
railway owners, and left them as they 
have been for some years—‘‘agreed to 
disagree.”” The question of whose 
money was used to make the purchase 
is one that is left with the public, if 
there is any curiosity regarding it. 
SENATOR STANFORD IS A CANDIDATE 
for return to the Senate, to succeed 
himself, and it may be that some over- 
curious individual may want to know 
all the details of his first election. If 
the Senator’s own funds were used, 
and all of the bills paid, it is probable 
that no effective inquiry will be insti- 
tuted. Mr. Stanford is very rich, and 
the cost of a seat in the Senate, at the 
current California rates, would be a 
small affair to him, butif he has to pay 
over again the expenses of the cam- 
aign of 1885, along with those of 1890, 
t will make a vast hole in his great 
fortune. 
It is gratifying to have settled the 
question of the rights of the manager 
of a corporation to use its funds to 
purchase a seat in the United States 
Senate for himself. Mr. Huntington, 
who ought to be authority in that line, 
has taken bold ground against the 
practice. And the position seems 
reasonable. The Senatorship is a per- 
sonal honor which cannot be divided: 
with the other stockholders, and as 
senatorial votes would be cheaper if 
purchased direct, the outlay of two or 
three hundred thousand dollars on a 
legislature is an outrageous waste of 
corporation funds, But no objection 
has been raised against the purchase 
of a senatorship, if the buyer uses his 
own funds. 
* AN INVESTIGATION
